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Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 727 trl Jet-at tempting to land 
In a rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 


• (light from New Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 100 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


Aa cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plans plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for 500 
yards. Police said the survivors in- 


eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He said he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"I saw this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport .employe who 
was driving along Rockaway Boule-' 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were, 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight: The plane was due to land" at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up in the air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


One witness said the jetliner 


smashed into vehicles as it ripped 
across Rockaway Boulevard. Another 
witness said-he saw lightning strike

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air passengers, a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration.

Controllers are seeking a pay in- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32 per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whitaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U.S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


the replar contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
channels and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of 
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ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition." 


The controllers complained that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

Sewage plant injunction sought

Das Plaines attorneys will seek an 


Injunction today to block the ex- 
penditure of $136.6 million in federal 
funds for the construction of the 
O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant In 
the city. 


The lawyers have asked U.S. DIs- 


trlct Court Judge Thomas R. 
McMlllon to grant an 
Injunction 


against the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
lection Agency and the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 


The action comes on the heels of an 


announcement Monday by the EPA 
that the grant, which will pay for 
about 75 per cent of the plant and a 
related series of deep-tunnel sewers, 
had been approved. 


THE CITY CONTENDS that the 


EPA and MSD failed to follow guide- 
lines regarding procedures to be fol- 
lowed to obtain a federal grant. 


The attorneys also will argue that 


the funds should not be spent until 
McMillen decides the fate of another 


lawsuit dealing with the plant. The 
city contends the MSD must adhere to 
Its health ordinance regulating con- 


struction and operation of the plant as 
a condition for obtaining federal funds. 


The plant, to be built on a 104-acre

Willis said they will present a state- 
ment of the village's support for con- 
struction of the interchange.

Schaumburg officials participated in a 
campaign headed by Alexlan Brothers 
Medical Center administrators last 
year to win approval of the inter- 
change from the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration.' 


The agency gave the go ahead for 


planning the estimated $1.5 million In- 
terchange last fall, but construction Is 
several years away. 


tract at the southeast corner of Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road has 
been the source of controversy for 
nearly 10 years. 


City officials say the plant could be 


a health hazard for nearby residents. 


WHILE DES PLAINES officials 


have objected to the facility, officials 
from other communities have called 
for construction of the plant and the 
related deep-tunnel sewer system. Offi- 
cials from Elk Grove Village and 
Mount Prospect have indicated the 
plant could'ease flooding problems in 
their communities. 


Des Plaines Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


said Tuesday the city Intends to tell 
McMillen that the MSD has scheduled 
a special board of trustees meetlngjo 
accept the grant offer from the EPA. 


The grant offer will rquire the MSD 


to install devices to prevent aerosol 
bacteria and viruses from aeration 
tanks to escape. However, the city 
says additional covers and filtration 
equipment are needed to safeguard, 
residents. 


The Elk Grove Village club pledged 


to try to overturn the policy, after the 
club was threatened with loss of its 
charter last fall for inducting Mary 
Clark, Elk Grove Village librarian. As 
a compromise, the club offered Miss 
Clark conditional membership, de- 
nying her the right to hold office. 


Miss Clark rejected the offer and 


has since left the village to become 
head librarian at the Aurora Public 
Library. 


HAROLD HAYWARD. Kiwanis gov- 


ernor for Illinois and Iowa, said dis- 
cussion on the convention floor was 
spirited, with 10 or 12 delegates from 
other Kiwanis clubs around the coun- 
try urging passage of the measures. 


Only two delegates spoke out 


against the amendments, Hayvvard 
said, adding that the margin by which 
,the amendments were defeated was 
less than In votes on similar proposals 
at the 1973 and 1974 international con- 
ventions. 


"Elk Grove wasn't imahppy," Hay- 


ward said. "They told me they were 
going to come back next year and try 
again."

The clubs, in Colorado Springs, 


Colo., and Great Neck, N Y., lost their 
charters for refusing to drop female 
members.

Valukas told The Herald 
that 


O'Brien filed false income-tax returns 
for fivo years and received "cash 
payments from contractors and other 
payments that came in the form of a 
finder's fee." Amount of the payoffs 
was not disclosed during the hearing. 


Defense attorney Richard Schultz 


said O'Brien, 46, of Oak Park, is the 
father of seven children who "totally 
depend on him." 


In sentencing O'Brien, McMillen sld 


said O'Brien could have reported the 
bribes to federal officials.

The National Transportation Safety 


Board said rescue workers could' not 
get close to the wreckage for an hour 
after the crash because of the flames 
and Intense heat. After that, they. 
moved in quickly to remove the dead 
and injured. 


Motorists along Rockaway Boule- 


vard abandoned their cars after the 
crash, creating a massive traffic jam 
for miles around the airport. Rescue 
teams had to be airlifted to the wreck- 
age. 


The airport was closed for one hour 


and 48 minutes. 


It was the first plane crash at Ken- 


nedy in almost five years. 


"We have the cockpit voice record- 


er and the flight data recorder," said 
Herbert W. Banks, air safety in- 
vestigator of the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board. He said the 
gear was flown to Washington for 
analysis. 


If the jetliner had crashed earlier 


on its approach, it could have been a 
worse disaster. As the plane ap- 
proached Kennedy Airport, it passed 
over the Belmont race track, the 
heavy traffic of the Cross Island 
Parkway and over an area of Long 
Island densely populated with homes 
and apartments.

Rep. Crane to seek food stamps ?

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-Wlh, 


who earns $42,800 a year as a con- 
gressman, says ho could qualify for 
food stamps. 


Crane — who Is somewhat out of 


average among those in his Income 
bracket because he has eight children 
— said his staff figures he could be 
eligible for up to $2,400 in food stamps 
per year, the maximum. 


Admittedly, Crane would have to 


manipulate his finances, but such 
maneuvering would bo perfectly legal. 


HE COULD, for Instance, divert par> 


of his food budget for tukion to send 
his children to private schools. The 
tuition payments could bo deducted 
from his net Income to determine his 
eligibility for food stamps. Ho could 
buy a larger homo, and any sum 
more than one-third of his $42,500 
salary spent on housing could also bo 
deducted. 


Ho could buy whatever number of 


automobiles needed to transport a 
family of 10 persons, and deduct his 
car payments from his not income. 


The staunch Conservative Republi- 


can congressman could Join a union, 
ho said, and deduct his dues. 


Because of those and other "loop- 


holes" Crane has joined with at least 
54 other congressmen in sponsorship 
of a completely revised Food Stamp 
Act. 


THE BILL, he said, is designed to 


eliminate from participation in the 
food-stamp program persons whose 


gross income Is above the govern- 
ment-defined "poverty level" and at 
the same time increase benefits by 29 
per cent for those below the level. 
The bill would eliminate from eligibil- 
ity, for instance, "the "voluntarily un- 
employed," Including college students 
and strikers. Crane noted that a col- 
lege student whose parents have an 
income of $100,000 per year can be- 
come eligible for food stamps by be- 
coming a "head of household," for 
which there is no age limit. 


Crane said under current regu- 


lations, the cost of the food stamp pro- 
gram has risen from $442 mllHon in 
1965 to $5.2 billion in fiscal 1975. 


HE SAID the cost could reach $6.6 


billion In fiscal 1976 and $20 billion by 
1980. If all persons technically eligible 
for food stamps claimed them, the 
cost in the current year could be $12.1 
billion, Crane said. 


He said one person out of 439 re- 


ceived food stamps in 1965. This year, 
one person out of 13 receives them, he 
said. 


The bill would remove adminis- 


tration of the food stamp program 
from the Dept. of Agriculture and 
place it under jurisdiction of the Dept. 
of Housing, Education and Welfare, 
where the needs of food stamp 
recipients could be balanced against 
other welfare benefits they might re- 
ceive. 


CRANE NOTED that the program 


originated with Agriculture because 
one of Its major purposes, In addition 


to aiding the needy, was to help dis- 
pose of vast food surpluses in the 
1960s. "Clearly,'one of the major pur- 
poses of the program has long since 
disappeared," he said. 


Among other provisions, the bill 


would set a celling on gross income of 
persons receiving food stamps and es-

The giant room, 
with its array of overstuffed furniture, is where the 
pollticos gather to wheel and deal, trade votes, swap 
Information and discuss legislation. 


The cloakroom experience fits in nicely with 


Sheik's well-planned future. His goal is to be elected 
to a national political office and nearly everything 
Shclk is involved in lends itself to his future career. 


This summer Sheik is working as an Intern in 


Crane's local office, keeping abreast of local issues 
and answering questions from constituents. He has 
served on the Wheeling Youth Commission, Is a for- 


mer student council president at Wheeling High 
School and president of the Wheeling Township Teen- 
age Republicans Club. 


"Politics gives me a chance to, if not actually 


change things, express myself and let out my frus- 
trations," said Sheik. "It's exciting. I've worked In a 
couple of campaigns and found it's different. You're 
not doing the same thing every day.'' 


SIIELK REFERS to himself as a conservative and 


said he leans more towards Crane's end of the Re- 
publican party than that of U. S. Sen. Charles Percy

Subcommittees of both villages' 


p l a n n i n g commissions, however, 
reached a basic agreement Tuesday 
that the dividing line between the vil- 
lages should be Douglas Avenue, 
which runs from Central Road south 
to Prairie Park. The unincorporated 
land In question lies roughly west of 
Meier Road and cast of Arlington 
Jlclghta Road. 


Negotiations were cordial but tense 


Tuesday, with Arlington Heights offi- 
cials taking the position that Mount 
Prospect reneged on a boundary 
agreement reached 10 years ago. That 
agreement, which never was forma- 


lized by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board, designated Meier Road as the 
boundary. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. 


A. Hanson said the agreement should | 
allow the developers of Magnus Farm 
to annex to cither village instead of 
following the Douglas Avenue line. 
"Particularly when 10 years ago we 
had an agreement on Meier," Hanson 
said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Village Mgr. 


Robert J. Epplcy said his major ob- 
jection was that It would be "leaving 
the choicest piece of property up in 
the air." 


Mount Prospect officials said the 


Meier Road agreement failed when 
developers wanted to build just west 
of Meier Road, but were unable to on- 
ncx to Arlington Heights to obtain 
sewer and water services. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Tcichert said Arlington Heights had 
been consulted before Mount Prospect 
violated the informal Meier Road 
agreement. 


If both village boards agree with 


the outcome of Tuesday's meeting, 
the boundary will run on Douglas 
from Central Road south to Prairie 
Park, and then jog cast along Law- 
rence Avenue to Meier Rood. This 
would permit Arlington Heights to an- 
nex all the land south of Lawrence, 
which includes some large open fields. 


EPPLEY SAID his village also 


might be willing to accept a provision 
allowing .the owners of the Magnus 
Farm property to determine to which 
village it would be annexed, provided 
that the original boundary line placed 
the property within Mount Prospect's 
territory. 


Mount Prospect officials called for 


cooperation between the two villages 
to solve flooding problems, particular- 
ly in areas west of Meier Road. 


"This could stand to be a very sub- 


stantial engineering agreement as 
well as a working agreement for an- 
nexations," said Leo Mueller, chair- 
man of the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission. 


Talk of flooding and other engineer- 


ing problems prompted barbs from 
representatives of both communities. 


Both groups will report to their

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Criminal courts system needs overhaul: bar study 


by AL MESSEUSCHMJDT 


Cook County's criminal justice sys- 


tem — Including tho suburban courts 
— Is overloaded and understaffed, a 
special Chicago Bar Assn. commis- 
sion reported Tuesday. 


"It is apparent to every participant 


or observer that our present system 
of criminal justice Is breaking down 
through congestion," the commission 
said. 


James P. Connelly, bar association 


president who released tho 386-page • 
commission report, said that "It was 
intended to spur Improvement and so- 
licit tho cooperation of public officials 
and community groups in a position 
lo implement and support such im- 
provement." 


T H E 10-MEMBEK commission, 


which Included lawyers and judges, 
began tho study In November 1971. It 
praised recent approval of funding by 
tho County Board for remodeling of 
the Criminal Courts Building in Chi- 
cago and construction of two subur- 
ban court "mini-centers." 


"Tho criminal justice system is 


most severely strained In the adminis- 
tration of justice relating to the 
hundreds ot thousands of individuals 
charged (In suburban courts) with 
misdemeanor or ordinance violations 
each year," tho report states. 


Problems in suburban courts In- 


clude: 


• Scheduling of alf cases at 9:30 


a.m. The report recommends use of a 
"staggered" court call which sets 
cases for varying times and reduces 
courtroom congestion and long delays 
before hearings. The "staggered" 
scheduling system is now used in 
Northwest suburban 2nd and 3rd mu- 
nicipal districts of the circuit court. 


• Excessive continuances. The re-

port recommends "elimination of the 
abuse In granting excessive continu- 
ances." 


• Unnecessary calling of witnesses, 


into court. The report • recommends 
that police and prosecutors notify wit- 
nesses before cases are continued. 


• Staffing. Public defenders and 


state's attorney's offices throughout 
the suburbs are understaffed and pro- 
vide a training ground for young law- 
yers who often are not supervised. 


• Courtrooms. Although the report 


states that suburban courtrooms often 
are air-conditioned and are better 
equipped than Chicago facilities, most 
suburban cases are heard in rooms 
- that are designed for municipal meet- 
ings. 


IN ANALYZING prosecution of fel- 


ony cases, the report states that 
"there is a great problem in the sub- 
urbs of 'overcharging.'" Police 
charge persons with serious crimes 


although evidence Is weak. 


About 12,000 persons were charged 


last year with felonies in the suburbs, 
but fewer than 1,000 were prosecuted 
under felony charges. "The need for 
improved felony screening is manifest 
and urgent," the report states. 


The CBA commission recommended 


Increased staffing of the state's attor- 
ney's felony review section and 24- 
hour-a-day availability of public de-, 
fenders. 


"It is obvious that the crime prob- 


lem in this county of 5.5 million 
people is enormous," the report 
states. "We have a system whose re-" 
sources are totally and obviously in- 
adequate by any standard." 


The report includes recommenda- 


tions for cutting the time between in- 
dictment and trial, which often ex- 
ceeds a year, for forming sentencing 
guidelines and for continued study of 
criminal justice needs in Cook County.

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Court rules 
zoning can't 
block houses 


by KAItCN DLECIIA 


Tho U.S. Supreme Court has refused 


to hear a Missouri housing case, let- 
ting stand a lower court ruling that 
prevents suburbs from using zoning 
laws to keep poor and lower-class 
blacks from buying housing. 


However, it Is uncertain if the nil- ., 


Ing will have any effect on a current 
low-Income housing case in Arlington ' 
Heights. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals has ruled 


the village cannot stop construction of 
a federally subsidized low-income 
townhouse development near St Viator 
High School, Euclid Street and Dry- 
den Place. Village officials have said. 
they will appeal the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court if they do not get a 
satisfactory hearing from the appeals 
court. 


Tho high court Monday let stand a 


ruling Involving Black Jack, Mo., a 
suburb of St. Louis. The people of 
Black Jack Incorporated as a munici- 
pality and passed a zoning ordinance 
prohibiting any apartment construc- 
tion after a developer was promised 
federal funds to build low-income 
apartment housing in town. 


THE SUPREME Court's decision 


not to review the case means that at 
least four justices found nothing sig- 
nificantly questionable in the lower 
court's decision. The action docs not 
prevent other circuits from ruling dif- 
ferently on similar cases, although the 
8th Circuit decision is a strong guide. 


Jack Sicgcl, Arington Heights vil- 


lage attorney handling the housing . 
case, said ho was sorry the court did 
not hear the Black Jack case. 


"I would have been happier if they 


would have taken it. It would have 
given me an Idea on how they might 
go on our case," he said. "Leaving 
the Black Jack decision with the court 
of appeals is not encouraging for us. 
But that is not controlling In our case. 
It does not moan they wouldn't take 
our case." 


Alexander Pollkoff, attorney who 


handles housing cases for. the Amcrl- ''. 
can Civil Liberties Union, said how the 
ruling will affect the Viatorlan housing 
case Is "pure speculation." 


"THE TWO CASES are dissimilar 


enough on factual grounds that there 
Is no way to take a reading cither 
way," Pollkoff said. 


The appeals court called the Arling- 


ton Heights village board's refusal In 
1971 to grant a zoning change from 
single-family to multiple-family for 
- 


the lownhouse project "racially dis- 
criminatory." Village officials main- 
tain approval of the project would 
amount to spot zoning that would be 
Incompatible with surrounding single- 
family subdivisions. 


Metropolitan Housing Development 


Corp. (MHDC), which wants to build 
the project called Lincoln Green, filed 
a suit against the village contending 
Its refusal to grant zoning was racial- 
ly discriminatory. The U.S. District 
Court decided in favor of the village 
and MHDC appealed the ruling.

Dear Reader — Many people have 


taken Coumadln or other anti-clotting 
medicines for years without 111 effects. 
The decision must bo made on an in- 
dividual basis. Obviously you have 
been on it because of your heart at- 
tack and as long as you arc doing well 
and your blood clotting mechanism is' 
normal, you should have no problems 
with it. 


The lanoxln Is a purified form of 


digitalis and is used to strengthen tfic 
heart muscle. Your doctor apparently 
thought you needed It to prevent heart 
failure from the damage to your heart 
after your Infarction. Sonic people 
need It after a heart attack and many 
others do not. If you need It, and your 
doctor has prescribed It, you should 
never, never, never stop it without 
your doctor's advice. That can lead 
to serious problems and sudden heart 
failure. 


Women In the chlldbcaring years 


usually do not have heart attacks, un- 
less they have diabetes, kidney dis- 
ease or high blood pressure. After 
the menopause this changes and by 
age 63 the number of women who 
have heart attacks is about equal to 
the men. More women arc now having 
heart attacks at earlier ages than in 
lite past, perhaps because more wom- 
en smoke cigarettes. 
Commonly, 


though, before ago CO it is the man 
who Is at greater risk of having a 
heart attack.

Dear Ur. Lamb — If a B.U.N. lest 


is on the high side of normal for a 
woman 59, what foods, etc. should or 
should not be eaten to bring the count 
down to normal? Would a cup of hot 
chocolate made with water every 
night aggravate the condition? What 
is the meaning of B.U.N? 


Dcnr Header — the blood urea ni- 


trogen is abbreviated as BUN. When 
we cat more protein than our body 
needs, the nitrogen-containing part is 
stripped off and converted to urea. 
The urea Is then eliminated in the ur- 
ine. Most people in Western societies 
cat far more protein as adults than 
tltcy need. 
When the kidneys arc functioning 
well, the excess urea is eliminated 
easily. We measure the amount of 
urea formed by measuring Us nitro- 
gen content. If the kidneys arc not 
functioning well, they will not filter 
out all the urea formed from excess 


protein, and the amount In the blood 
will rise. 


Doctors arc cautious about over- 


estimating the,importance of a high 
BUN. A person'may have a high read- 
ing because he or she has not been 
drinking enough water or because he 
or she' eats high protein diet. A mile 
elevation by itself, unless there is oth- 
er evidence of kidney dysfunction 
from other tests, is not too important. 
However, it might suggest that if you 
arc eating large amounts of protein, 
you might want to cut down a little. 
The hot chocolate at night won't cause 
a rise in your BUN.

opening heart bid was a game force. 
Sotith's three-heart reply merely re- 
vealed that he held a reblddablc heart 
suit. It said nothing about how good 
his hand was. 


In the language of bids of that par- 


ticular partnership, North's jump to 
four spades conveyed the message 
that his game-forcing bid was based 
largely on a solid spade suit and not 
on too many high cards.

Many may be rejected 
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150 teachers seek jobless pay 


More than ISO teachers have applied 


during the post two weeks for unem- 
ployment compensation at the DCS 
Plalncs office of the Illinois Employ- 
ment Service. 


The applications aro being sub- 


mitted despite tho likelihood that most 
of tho teachers will be Ineligible for 
Jobless payments while they are idle 
during tho summer. 


Tho federal government last week 


closed a loophole that allowed teach- 


ers to apply for compensation if they 
were not employed for the summer 
months. 


CONGRESS AMENDED tho act to 


restrict compensation to teachers who 
do not have a Job next year. Before 
the amendment passed, teachers were 
eligible for compensation if they had 
not found a summer Job. 


Lucllo Hcthcoat, of the DCS Plalnes 


office, said it is one of the few offices 
that will accept applications. Unem- 


ployment offices were told not to ac- 
cept any applications but she said "it 
is their right to apply if they want to 
do so," although teachers are warned 
that they probably will not receive 
any compensation. 


Mrs. Hethcoat said the office Is di- 


viding teachers into three classifica- 
tions — those who will not be em- 
ployed next fall, those who normally 
have a summer job but could not find 
employment this summer and those 


Naming of teachers to state unit hit 


who say they want employment for 
the first time this year but can't find 
any. 


SHE SAID THE first category is 


definitely eligible for compensation 
and the second category might be eli- 
gible. Teachers who normally have 
not sought summer employment will 
p r o b a b l y not receive any com- 
pensation she said, 


Mrs. Hethcoat said the Des Plalnes 


office will be interviewing each appli- 
cant to determine their eligibility. 


State School Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has urged the Illinois Senate to reject 
a House passed bill providing for the 
appointment of two teachers to the 
State Board of Education. 


Tho bill, passed Sunday by the 


House, would Increase tho member- 
ship of tho state board from 17 to 19 
and would require those additional 
members to bo appointed from teach- 
ers nominated by petitions from 
teachers around tho state. Tho Senate 
rejected a similar bill earlier this 
year. 


Cronin said he and the state board 


members oppose tho addition of 
teachers to the board because of the 
potential for conflict of Interest be- 
tween tho teachers' Jobs In local 


school districts and the state board's 
Job of setting rules for local school 
districts. 


• Cronin said the current board in- 
cludes five former teachers and two 
former college professors, one of 
whom resigned a school prlndpalshlp 
in order to serve. Those members do 
not hove a conflict of interest, he said, 
because "they do not now accept a 
salary 
from any educational in- 


stitution or board." 


UNDER THE current law, no work- 


Ing teacher, school administrator or 
any person who Is serving on a local 
school board can serve on the state 
board. 


Woody Lee, president of the Illinois 


Education Assn., the state's largest 
teachers' union, said the IEA supports 
the bill because the provision banning 
teachers from the board "has allowed 
school-board members to resign their 
seat to take a position on the state 
board, while teachers would have to 
resign their Jobs." 
I 


Lee also said fie approves of provi- 


sions in the bill that would require the 
governor to appoint the teacher mem- 
bers from those nominated by peti- 
tions including 250 teachers' signa- 
tures. Lee said, "This provision will 
allow teachers to nominate their fel- 
low teachers and will require the gov- 
ernor to pick teacher members who 
are respected by their colleagues."

Crime plan 
won't work 


President Ford's anti-crime 


package announced last week 
fails to attack the sources and 
nature of crime and violence in 
this nation. 


It is, of course, a necessity for 


a President to address our na- 
tion's growing crime rate. In the 
urban and suburban areas of the 
U.S., crime affects and concerns 
almost every American; the 
battle against it is one that 
should be joined by thoughtful 
officials at all levels of govern- 
ment. 


But the battle is a complex 


one, in which police, courts, 
prisons and other agencies are 
partners. If we are to curb local 
crime, then these local agencies 
must work more efficiently and 
effectively together. 


President Ford's anti-crime 


plan has merit in several areas. 
He has proposed humanizing 
seven Federal prisons, a desir- 
able step in the rehabilitation 
process. His proposal for com- 
pensating the victims of crime, 
already under way in Illinois 
and 10 other states, is a com- 
mendable approach to a long- 
neglected area. 


The President also proposed 


tough mandatory prison terms 
for a variety of federal offenses. 
He justified his plan by saying it 


would help single out "career 
criminals" and thus help cut the 
crime rate. 


However, there were only 


39,000 Federal prosecutions out 
of a nationwide total of 1.5 mil- 
lion, or a little more than 2 per 
cent, In 1973. If we truly want to 
trim the crime rate in this coun- 
try, those statistics emphasize 
that the battle must be fought 
primarily-where state or local 
crimes are committed. 


An obvious and g r o w i n g 


source of crime in this nation is 
handguns, but President Ford is 
"unalterably opposed" to pas- 
sage of federal registration 
laws. Rather, he's asked Con- 
gress to pass legislation to ban 
the manufacture, assembly and 
sale, but not possession, of the 
cheap and easily 
concealed 


"Saturday Night Special" hand- 
guns. 


President Ford's proposal will 


join the 40 other gun control bills 
now in Congress. The fallacy in 
his plan is that criminals will 
merely buy more expensive 
handguns, if his half-way mea- 
sure is approved. If we are 
serious about easing the death 
toll, the answer Is a federal ban 
on handguns except those used 
by policemen and recognized 
gun clubs. 


Ford's proposal will do little, 


if anything, to ease the overkill 
by handguns in the U.S. 


With this anti-crime message, 


President Ford has fired an 
opening salvo for the 1976 Presi- 
dential campaign, and it is good 
politics for him to make crime a 
leading issue. But if his ideas 
are enacted into law, we fear 
they will do little of substance to 
attack the realities of the grow- 
ing crime problem across this 
nation. 


Legislative per diem 
pay should be trimmed 


The Illinois House of Repre- 


sentatives has rejected prac- 
tically out-of-hand one of the 
most sensible legislative propos- 
als presented to it this year. 


The proposal, by Rep. Vir- 


ginia Macdonald, R-Arlington 
Heights, would have provided 
probably the simplest solution 
to tho problem of proliferating 
legislative sessions. Her bill 
would simply have choked off 
per diem expenses paid to leg-

islators on June 30, the tradi- 
tional adjournment date for 
the General Assembly. 


In the days when legislators 


earned only $5,000 per year, 
had no money for staff help 
and got no daily expenses, 
they always managed to wind 
up their business by the end of 
the legislative year. 


Now that they are paid $20,000, 


plus $12,000 for office help and 
$36 per day for living costs, 
it's hard to keep them out of 
Springfield. 


If, as some predict, the leg- 


i s l a t u r e eventually reaches 
the point of year-round 
ses- 


sions, the added per diem 
alone for the 437 members of 
tho General Assembly would 
cost approximately $2.3 
mil- 


lion. 


If 
that money were not 


available, we think the legisla- 
ture would go home on June 
30, which is all the more rea- 
son for Rep. Macdonald's bill 
to be reconsidered.

'Abandonment is 
extremely cruel' 


The summer months are here, and, 


while usually a time of fun and enjoy- 
ment, they 'are also a time when 
many, many animals will be aban- 
doned or "dumped." Irresponsible pet 
owners often take this way of ridding 
themselves of the year's litter of pup- 
pies or kittens. 


Thev Animal Protection Institute 


points out that abandonment of ani- 
mals is illegal In most states. If you 
see someone dumping an animal, get 
the license number of the car and a 
description and make a report to local 
law enforcement or humane society 
officials. 


Many people abandon animals with 


the mistaken notion they are giving 
the animals a chance. This is not the 
case. Puppies and kittens cannot fend 
for themselves, nor can a mother dog 
or cat often hunt to provide enough 
food for her Utter. Most of the time 
the animals are killed or mutilated 
in traffic. Others die a slow death 
from starvation, disease, or internal 
parasites contacted from eating gar- 
bage. 


It is also incorrect to .think other 


people are going to find and care for 
the dumped animals. There is already 
a severe overpopulation problem with 
dogs and cats in this country. There 
are not enough homes to go around 
and animal shelters are jammed to 
capacity levels. 


Abandonment is extremely cruel. A 


humane solution is to prevent the 
birth of surplus, unwanted animals by 
having pets spayed or neutered. You 
will not only solve the problem of how 
"to get rid of" litters, but will have a 
happier, healthier pet as well.

ment. As a local clergyman of the 
United Church of Christ, I do not bap- 
pen to agree with President Moss' 


viewpoint on the Mayaguez action and 
I h a v e communicated my dis- 
agreement to him. Nevertheless, I 
have a deep respect for Dr. Moss as 
an able administrator and as a great 
spiritual leader.

County Home Rule Study Commission 
should be in the hands of county com- 
missioners by Aug. 1, an aide to Coun- 
ty Board Pros.

The aide, Terry Hanson, said the 


commission has not scheduled any 
more public hearings before making 
Its recommendations to the County 
Board on use of new homo-rule power. 


Hanson said recent public sessions 


of the commission were called be- 
cause county officers, including 
Treasurer Edward Roscwcll, wanted 
to publicly oppose any move to make 
their offices appointive rather than 
elective. 


But only rumors of plans to abolish 


elective offices, not any actual deci- 
sion by the commission, were the 
basis for the officials' requests to 
speak before the commission, Hansen 
said.

The commission was appointed in 


the fall of 1873 by Dunne who said the 
17 commission members were to 
"study In detail the Impact of home 
rule upon the ability of the county to 
raise revenue and to incur debt." 


The commission's report also is ex- 


pected to analyze possible restructur- 
ing of county government Including 
such possibilities as electing county 
board members from single-member 
districts instead of at large from the 
suburbs and from the city.

Bad news for liberal arts grads 


Where, oh where, are the jobs?

Wonted: skilled, experienced em- 


ployes. Must bo willing to relocate. 


The call for new workers Is posted 


by many suburban companies, despite 
the recent government forecasts of a 
continued high Jobless rate. 


"There are certain Jobs In this area 


that are hard to fill," said Everett 
Galloway, office manager at the Illi- 
nois State Employment Service office 
In DCS Plalncs. 


"The outstanding heed Is In the 


health field," ho said. Licensed prac-. 
tlcol nurses, nurses aides and physi- 
cal therapists ore among the people In 
demand. 


CALLAWAY SAID there Is a contin- 


uing need for clerical personnel such 
as typists and stenographers and 
"data-processing people of all kinds." 
Jobs are opening up for some engi- 
neers. 


"For a while, about a month ago, 


things slowed down. Now It's starting 
to pick up, but we don't expect anoth- 
er pickup until next spring," Galloway 
raid of available jobs.

Chrysler 
reinstitutes 
rebate plan 


DETROIT (UP1) - Chrysler Corp., 


the pioneer hi the rebate gome, an- 
nounced Its most ambitious discount 
program Tuesday — a $200 to $300 
cash-back deal lasting to Nov. 30 on 
most of Its 1075 cars and trucks. 


The new rebate starts Friday across 


the country. 


Chrysler announced its new pro- 


gram the same day It reported its 
now car sales for the period ending In 
mid-June fell 28 per cent from the 
same period last year. 


General Motors and Ford Motor 


Co., the two larger members of the 
nation's Big Three automakers, said 
they do not plan to follow Chrysler's 
lead. 


"Rebates have worked for us this 


year," a company official said when 
asked why Chrysler was expanding its 
rebate game so close to the end of the 
mode* year. 


CHRYSLER INTRODUCED the re- 


bate idea In January and other car- 
makers followed. But CM, Ford and 
American Motors Corp. dropped the 
rebates In March. 


Chrysler dropped the rebates In 


April, but resumed them in a limited 
way when new car sales plunged 43 
per cent from the previous April. 


This time, Chrysler sold, only the 


hot-selling Cordoba, Charger SE and 
Colt models are exempt from the re- 
bate program. 


Also this time, strings are attached 


for dealers. They must pay $100 of the 
rebate and they must buy a certain 
number of cars from Chrysler to toko 
part In the rebate operation. 


Moreover, dealers must forego the 


traditional 5 per cent refund the com- 
pany pays for each 1975 model still in 
the showroom when the 1076 models 
come out this autumn.

He reports 
strong demand for employes in these 
fields: .licensed engineers with experi- 
ence in construction and environmen- 
tal sciences, industrial relations spe-- 
ciallsts, materials specialists such as 


• Inventory-control personnel and data- 
processing specialists such as pro- 
grammers and systems analysts. 


The liberal arts college graduate 


who lacks business skills "has my 
sympathy," Stanton said. He suggests 
direct sales, marketing and the fast- 
food Industry as possible starting 
points for the graduate's job search. 


THE LIBERAL arts college grad 


may set high salary standards "but in 
a few weeks he has no criteria for a 
position," Stanton sold. He advised 
Job-hungry applicants to be flexible in 
their job requirements. 


"Be willing to relocate," said Bea 


Harris, chairman of Harris Services 
Inc., Arlington Heights. Hard-to-place 


liberal-arts graduates may have a leg 
up on other applicants if they have 
selling experience, she said. Produc- 
tion control, Inventory .control, Insur- 
ance and a limited number of bank- 
Ings jobs are open to recent gradu- 
ates, she said. 


Local, companies seek accounting 


personnel experienced in auditing and 
cost accounting, Miss Harris said. 
"There also is a lot of activity In sales 
and marketing in industrial products 
and consumer products,"' she said. 
Qualified minority and female em- 
ployes are sought in the engineering, 
sales and accounting fields. 


If you're wiling to-travel to Alaska 


and your skills match the Job market, 
the Alaska pipeline construction proj- 
ect may be a source of lucrative em- 
ployment. Salary and fringe benefits 
are "outstanding" for pipeline con- 
struction engineers, and people with 
backgrounds in purchasing, labor re- 
lations, contract engineering and cost 
accounting, Miss Harris said, "but 
many people still think that Alaska is 
at the end of the world."

worse than junk mail 


Solicitors: 
bubblies who like people

When you pick up the phono to stop 


ltd insistent ringing, a sunshiny voico 
says brightly, "Hollo there, Mrs. 
Rives, this is Wanda Scllya, how are 
you today? Well, Mrs. Rives, I'm hap- 
py to inform you that you are the win- 
ner of our special grand prize and we 
are so happy for you. Congratulations. 
Would you like to know what it Is?" 


Now the logical answer from any 


curious woman sniffing the air for a 
bargain or a bonanza would bo a 
cautious "What Is It?" 


Not so Connie M. (not her real 


name) of Mount Prospect. Without a 


and you come up with a fat figure 
that would buy an awful lot of maga- 
zines." 


AT ONE TIME, Connie tolerated 


telephone solicitations rather good- 
naturedly, fending off solicitors with 
light, humorous replies, but no more. 
After 26 years, she has had it. 


"It's no longer a game," she said. 


"Now I'm mad. 


"One smart aleck told me If I didn't 


like his calls, why didn't I have an 
unlisted telephone number. I told him 
my telephone was for my con- 
venience, not his, and it was not con- 
venient for me to have it unlisted. 


Julie and Kathy work evenings in a 


Rolling Meadows office as telephone 
solicitors. Julie is a high school se- 
nior, glad to be able to earn money 
while she is still going to school. Ka- 
thy is a young divorcee with a 
6-month-old baby. Her evening work 
makes it possible for her to be with 
her child all day. 


They are "giving away" a home 


safety product if the listener is willing 
to accept home delivery from a com- 
pany representative along with a half- 
hour safety discussion. 


"It's a survey type thing," said Ka- 


Thelma's solicitors direct their calls 


to homes, not apartments. Their num- 
bers are obtained from a telephone' 
company listing by streets. It does not 
include unlisted numbers. 


"If I didn't want phone calls, I cer- 


tainly wouldn't list my number," said 
Thelma. 


One overly friendly man whom 


Thelma called said that if he agreed 
to a home visit by a salesman, she 
would have to agree to go out with 
him. Her reply, in sweet tones, was 
"Sorry, that is not one of our ser- 
vices." 


SALLY G. supervises 'nine crack 


moment's hesitation, not even a shade 
of indecisiveness, she answers, "No." 
And hangs up. 


TELEPHONE solicitations may be 


considered a minor irritation by most 
housewives, but to Mrs. M. they are 
an outrageous Invasion of privacy, a 
complete waste of time for both par- 
ties, and a stupid, Ineffective way of 
doing business. 


"My husband has a product to sell, 


too," she said. "But when business is 
slow, I would no more think of picking 
up the phone and trying to sell people 
at random. People won't buy over the 
phone. They want to think about it, 
comparison shop for price and quali- 
ty." 


Once when a recorded telephone 


voice Informed her that she hod won a 
trip and Instructed her at the sound of 
the beep to give her name, address 
and reaction to tho news, she gave 
her reaction to telephone solicitors in- 
stead. 


WHEN A CARPETING salesman 


began his telephone pitch with, "We 
have been informed that you are In 
the market for carpeting," she 
snapped back, "Who informed you?" 


Once a real estate saleswoman so- 


liciting by telephone asked Mrs. M. if 
she wanted to list her house. She re- 
plied, "You will never get any busi- 
ness from mo, because if I did want 
to list It, I would find a real estate 
office and list it. I suggest you send 
out business letters Instead of annoy- 
ing people with telephone calls." 


The saleswoman sent her a personal 


letter of apology. 


Mrs. M. finds it cosy to refuse of- 


fers "too good to refuse." A male 
voice once offered her a year's maga- 
zine subscription for only the bare 
s h i p p i n g and handling charges. 
"That's when you do a little arithmet- 
ic with him," she said. "Add up those 
weekly charges over a year's time 


Even if It were, he could get the num- 
ber in some other way." 


MRS. M. HAS also been high-pres- 


sured by phone to buy fake stone sid- 
ing (for her face brick home), a 
houseful of new furniture (for some 
vacant real estate they had sold), 
freezer food service (for a non-exis- 
tent freezer), retirement property, 
aluminum siding, water softeners and 
newspaper subscriptions. She finds it 
repugnant that a newspaper will use a 
"percentage for charity" gimmick to 
sell subscriptions. 


"If I want to contribute to a charity, 


I will, but I'm not going to take a 
paper I don't want in order to do it," 
she said. 


Who's more at fault, the persons 


who make the calls or the businesses 
who hire them to do it? Connie lashes 
out at both of them. As for the callers, 
if they can dial a number, they can 
stuff on envelope, she says. Junk tele- 
phone calls are more irritating than 
junk mail. 


" P H O N E solicitations may be 


cheaper for the company, but they 
sure as heck antagonize the public," 
she said. "I question the percentage, 
If any, of actual sales resulting from 
these calls. Not one person do I know 
who ever bought anything from any of 
these characters. . 


"They don't even keep cross-refer- 


ence," she added. "The same firm 
will call me every six months — ev- 
ery time they are breaking in a new 
girl." 


At present, Connie W. is answering 


all junk calls with "I do not deal with 
telephone solicitors." For the next six 
months, she Is going to keep a record 
of all telephone sales calls — date, 
time of day and the company — and 
make sure that she does not patronize 
these firms. 


"Good outfits don't have to stoop to 


this type of thing," she said. 


thy, "to see how much interest can be 
.generated for a new safety system not 
yet on the market." 


THE PHONE CAMPAIGN is aimed 


at families with upper middle class 
incomes. Numbers are selected by 
computer. Each girl handles as many 
as 40 calls an hour. Out of 20 calls, 
about five people accept the offer. 


Since the girls work from 5 to 9 


p.m., they sometimes interrupt people 
who are eating dinner. "All you can 
do is say 'Sorry, may I call you back 
later?'" said Kathy. 


Pay for this work is nominal. Part- 


time high school girls get $2 an hour, 
older girls get $2.25 with $2.50 an hour 
for full-time work. The girl who sets 
the greatest number of appointments 
gets a bonus. 


THELMA S. WAS an IBM computer 


operator 24 years before she went into 
telephone sales four years ago. Now 
she handles phone solicitations for an 
Arlington Heights home improvement 
company which sells sidings, gutters, 
soffits and fascias. 


"It's a more satisfying job," she 


said. "You must like what you're 
doing. I like talking to people." 


Thelma trains her solicitors metlcu- 


l o u s l y — no lies, no mis- 
representation, no high pressure — 
just try to set up an appointment for a 
company representative to call upon 
the person. 


Twenty per cent of the calls result 


in home visits.' "It's simply a way of 
advertising on a more personal 
basis," she said. 


Her solicitors, "all very steady men 


and women," must be polite no mat- 
ter how nasty others may get. 


DO THEY GET nasty? "Oh, yes," 


she said. "It's very uncalled for. 
Sometimes they use obscene lan- 
guage, or just tell us to 'Go to hell.' 
We thank them and tell them to have 
a good day anyway." 


telephone solicitors who at the same 
time check on delivery service of a 
publication. They range In age from 
28 to 52. 


How does she choose an employe? 
"I look for a bubbly personality, 


someone who can take a lot of kid- 
ding," she said. 


Training of the phone women is 


thorough. They must be businesslike, 
yet super-polite no matter what they 
hear on the other end of the line. They 
must present their message in their 
own style, without written material 
from which to read. They must not go 
overboard with a "sympathetic ear." 


"OUR GIRLS sound so professional 


over the phone that others sometimes 
ask them to work for them," said Sal- 
ly. 


Working from sequence sheets, one 


solicitor may make as many as 200 
calls in an hour. Each girl is given a 
guaranteed base salary with a quota 
of 17 sales per week and a percentage 
on every sale beyond that. 


There is a noticeable esprit de corps 


among these women, who often com- 
pare notes and giggle over their tele- 
phone experiences. 


"WMAQ is going to make me rich" 


is gaining ground as a phone saluta- 
tion. To this the solicitors reply, "Not 
today. I'm sorry. Maybe next time." 


A WOMAN WHO couldn't stop

Parents may disinherit their children

I wonder If you could help me

He has caused 
my husband and "mo nothing but' 
trouble and just about ruined our 
lives. 
. My husband and I had a small busi- 
ness and took turns running it so our 
son would never feel neglected. We 
gave him everything so we couldn't 
understand it when he started to steal 
can since he know we intended to buy 
him one as soon as he was old 
enough. 


Then things went from bad to 


worse, drugs, alcohol and trouble with 
the police and finally hi spent time in 


a correctional institution, then jail. It 
cost us every cent we earned to, get 
him out of trouble what with doctors, 
lawyers, counseling in therapy? etc., 
but nothing helped. 


FROM TIME TO time my son 


would run away for months, then re- 
turn home, get In trouble and leave 
again. To make a long story short, I 
wound up with a nervous breakdown, 
my husband had a heart attack, and 
we lost our business. 


I thought this was the end for both 


of us, but luckily we found a doctor 
who set us straight. He told us to ab- 
solutely forget we had a son and that 
I should have another child.

Most parents aren't aware of the 


fact that children can be disinherited. 
What's more, It's easier to do than 
you think. 


• Although you may not 'have 


thought of it this way, you automati- 
cally disinherit your children each 
time you and your husband put-any- 
thing in.Joint tenancy with right of 


survivorship because if one of you 
dies, the other gets that property, or 
bank account, and the children re- 
ceive nothing. 


• • Of course there are other, more 
deliberate ways to disinherit your 
child and you have probably already 
considered a will'. You and your hus- 
band may, disinherit your child by 
will, but for that will to carry out 
your wishes there are certain definite 
rules that must be followed. It is not 
enough to leave your son's ^ame out 
of your will. The law (Illinois) says 
you must not only mention your son's 
name but that you do not wish to have 
him inherit and your reason for it. If 
you were to omit this statement, your 
' eldest son would inherit an equal 
share with the other children. The 


court would say that the omission was 
an "oversight." 


Let me give you another example of 


how this might work. Suppose a wid- 
ower believes in helping his children 
while he is alive instead of waiting 
until after he is gone. He then gives 
while he is alive instead of waiting t 
until after he is gone. He then gives 
' his children "gifts" (saves on taxes, 
too) and several 'pieces of property. 
He knows they are amply provided 
for, so he draws up a will leaving cer- 
tain other properties and money to 
some loyal companions with whom he 
has spent his retirement years. 


HE KNOWS THE latter are just 


"getting by" on Social Security and 
small pensions. He doesn't, however, 
mention his children in his will be- 


cause he is satisfied that he has al- 
ready taken care of them. After his 
death, and in spite of the will, every- 
thing could go to his children and his 
friends received nothing. A simple 
statement of'his intention would have 
carried out his wishes. 


It is important for every husband 


and wife to have a will. Since there is 
a possibility that both may die In a 
common disaster, then, because there 
is no will, their estate would be pro- 
bated according to the laws'of in- 
testacy and descent which means 
again, each of your children would in- 
herit equally. 


• Another solution would be putting 


your property in trust for your two 
children. Also, they could be named

ie called Rocks, which I thought were 
s c r u m p t i o u s .

You've Just hit the ."rock-pot." 


These are probably my favorite cook- 
ies, even though they're not chocolate 
and contain raisins, of which I'm not 
fond. Used to send them to the chil- 
dren when they were at school, as 
they ship beautifully and last to the 
final crumb. 


First, cream one and one-half cups 


of brown sugar with ono cup of mar- 
garine and add three well-beaten 
eggs. Mix together'two and three- 
fourths cup of flour, one-half teaspoon 
of salt, ono teaspoon of cinnamon and 
ono teaspoon of soda (this dissolved in 
ono and one-half tablespoons of hot 
water). Add all this to the creamed 
mixture. 
.Now, cut up one cup of walnuts and • 
one cup of raisins. Spread one-half 
cup of flour over the raisins and nuts 
and then fold this Into the dough. 


It makes a stiff mix, but scrape up 


the last smidgen (it's worth it) and 
drop from a teaspoon on. a greased 
cookie sheet. About an inch apart 
does It.-Bake in a 350-degrcc oven for 
about IS minutes.' 


Dear Dorothy: When you have chil- 


dren and pets running in and out you 
almost get accustomed to 'stains on 
the floors — but not quite. What I do 
is keep a mixture of one-fourth cup of 
detergent and one-fourth cup of white 
vinegar In a quart of water. A quick

When Beat Off Broadway announced 


its cast for "Hello, Dolly!" with Lynn 
Jesaen and Frank Getz in the lead 
roles of Dolly Gallagher Lev! and Ho- 
raca Vandergeldcr, I anticipated a su- 
per show. They are two very talented 
persons, both musically and dramati- 
cally. How could It miss? 


Unfortunately Lynn has chosen to 


model her Dolly after Carol Chan- 
nlng's. She would have been wiser to 
do her own interpretation of the calcu- 
lating, brassy matchmaker who de- 
cides to make a match for herself. 
And insufficient microphones in the 
Buffalo Grove High School theater 
hamper some of Lynn's numbers, at 
least for those sitting in the side sec- 
tions.

clerk, Cornelius Hackl, has the choice 
male vocal role and he runs with it.

Renews old program 
Ford vetoes 
housing bill 


President Gerald Ford Tuesday ve- 


toed a .$1.35 billion midde-lncome 
housing bill which would have stimu- 
lated the housing industry by provid- 
ing subsidized interest mortgages and 
loans to keep unemployed home- 
owners from having their mortgages 
foreclosed. 


But Ford simultaneously released $2 


billion in mortgage purchase author- 
ity to the federal government's Na- 
tional Mortgage Assn. to provide 
more money under existing programs. 


Savings and loan officials in the 


Northwest suburbs were reluctant to 
comment on the President's action, 
explaining they needed to know more 
details of both the vetoed program 
and of an alternative plan the Presi- 
dent has promised to formulate. 


JAMES HOLMES of Mount Pros- 


pect, executive director of the Chi- 
cago Area Council of Savings Associ- 
ations, predicted there would be mix- 
ed reactions to Ford's move. 


Many savings and loan officials 


would like to see Ford's program In- 
clude at least some provision to bail 
out unemployed mortgage holders so 
that the loans don't have to be fore- 
closed. 


But others would prefer a lifting of 


government regulation on mortgage 
interest rates and an allowance of 
variable interest mortgages instead of 
more subsidized mortgage programs, 
Holmes said.

Congress expects too much 
from tax system: expert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A former 


Internal Revenue Service commission- 
er said Tuesday Congress expects the 
tax system to cure too many of Amer- 
ica's ills. 


The result is a complicated tax sys- 


tem which must be simplified, said 
Sheldon S. Cohen, IRS commissioner 
In 1964 and 1965 under President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson. 


Cohen >was one of five tax experts 


who. testified as a panel before House 
Ways and Means Committee hearings 
on a new-tax-revision bill. To a man, 
they agreed that taxes are too com- 
plicated. 


Martin D. Ginsburg, chairman of 


the tax section of the New York state 
Bar Assn. said, for example, that one 
sentence in the Internal Revenue Code 
is 640 words long, and another section 
says that for the purposes of that sec- 
tion, a person "not considered as 
married shall not be considered as 
married." 


WALTER J. BLUM, a professor at 


the University of Chicago Law School, 
speaking for the panel, listed a series 
of changes in the code which he said 
would simplify the average taxpay- 
er's task. 


Blum said many deductions and 


credits should be eliminated, such as 
the retirement-income credit and sick- 
pay exclusion. Others, he said, should 
be vastly cut back, such as medical 
deductions, casualty losses,' charitable 


contributions and employe moving ex- 
penses. 


Cohen said Congress seems to think 


that "any disease in America has a 
tax cure." 


Discipline is needed in the Ways 


and Means Committee and in the rest 
of Congress, he said. 


"YOU.ARE LOOKING in splendid 


isolation on each individual item and 
saying, 'that is good and we'll do it,' " 
Cohen said. "But you're not looking at 
what It is doing to the tax system." 


Cohen said Congress, in writing tax 


law, has "a choice between equity 
and simplicity, and equity always 
wins," 


Other members of-the panel were 


John S. Nolan and Mac Asbill Jr., 
both Washington tax lawyers.

Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An.Eastern 


Airlines 737 trljet attempting to land 
In a rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
flight from New Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 100 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for 600 
yards. Police said the survivors In-

eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He said he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"I saw this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who 
was driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land" at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier.

"The'flames went up in'-the air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper.

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air passengers, a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Controllers are seeking a pay in- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction'in work hours from 40 
to 32 per week. They'took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. , 
. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whitaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman'for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U. S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


the regular contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
channels and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by.the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of 


The 
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ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five 'years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition." 


The controllers complained that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 


. plane and the 300 passengers-on

DCS Plaines attorneys.will seek an 


Injunction today to block the ex- 
penditure of $136.5 million in federal 
funds for the construction of the 
O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant in 
the city. 


The lawyers have asked U.S. Dts- 


t r l c t Court .Judge Thomas R. 
McMilicn to grant an 
injunction 


against the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 


The action comes on the heels of an 


announcement Monday by the EPA 
that the grant, which will pay for 
about 75 per cent of the plant and a 
related series of deep-tunnel sewers, 
had been approved. 


THE CITY CONTENDS that the 


EPA and MSD failed to follow guide- 
lines regarding procedures to be fol- 
lowed to obtain a federal grant. 


The attorneys also will argue that 


the funds should not be spent until 
McMilicn decides the fate of another 
lawsuit dealing with the plant. Tho 


city contends the MSD must adhere to 
its health ordinance regulating con- 
struction and'operation of the plant as 
a condition for obtaining federal funds. 


The plant, to be built on a 104-acre 


tract at the'southeast corner of Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road has 
been the source of controversy for 


nearly 10 years. 


City officials say the plant could be 


a health hazard for nearby residents. 


WHILE DES PLAINES officials 


have objected to the facility, officials 
from other communities have called 
for construction of the plant and the 
related deep-tunnel sewer system. Offi- 


cials from Elk Grove Village and 
Mount Prospect have indicated the 
plant could ease flooding problems in 
their communities. 


Des Plaines Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


said Tuesday the city intends to tell 
McMUlen that the MSD has scheduled 
a special board of trustees meeting to 


accept the grant offer from the EPA. 


The grant offer will rquire fee MSD 


to install devices to prevent aerosol 
bacteria and viruses from aeration 
tanks to escape. However, the city 
says additional covers and filtration 
equipment arc needed to safeguard, 
residents.

Des Plaines could apply for federal 


funds to repair a number of bumpy 
railroad crossings In the city, a Fed- 
eral official said Tuesday. 


Philip Russell, a programs and sys- 


tems engineer for the Federal High- 
way Administration, said the Highway 
Improvement Act of 1973 appropriated 
$425 million for Improvements to rail- 
road crossings through 1976. 


He,said the act has set aside $175 


million for Improvements to crossings 
on federal-aid highways and $250 mil- 
lion for improvements to grades on 
non-federal-aid roads. 


Joseph Schwab, the city's commis- 


sioner of public works, said the city 
has been attempting to get the rail- 
road grade crossings repaired for 
quite some time, but never has ap- 
plied for the federal funds. 


"No, we've always talked to the 


railroads," Schwab said. "Starting 
next year I think we probably will ap- 
ply for the money." 


THE HERALD contacted the Feder- 


al Highway Administration after a 
group of Des Plaines residents pick- 
eted Monday in protest of the condi- 
tion of railroad crossings throughout 
thedty.

has since left the village to become 
head librarian at the Aurora Public 
Library. 


HAItOLD IIAYWAHD, Kiwanis gov- 


ernor for Illinois and Iowa, said dis- 
cussion on the convention floor was 
spirited, with 10 or 12 delegates from 


other Kiwanis clubs around the coun- 
try urging passage of the measures.

NEW YORK (UP1) - An Eastern 


Airlines 727 trijet attempting to land 
in a rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
flight from New drleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 109 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed in critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming - 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for 800 
yards. Police said the survivors. In- 


cluded two small girls and two 'crew- 
members, one a stewardess. .

A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some-of the* dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret-, 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms.

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely .difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing.the safety 
of air' passengers, a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 
. Controllers are seeking a pay in- 
crease from '$24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32.per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms- 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as .nongrievable," said Jeff Whltaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed'the suit in 
,U.S. District Court.

FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not 'apply to

The Elk Grovo Village Kiwanis Club 


lost Tuesday when Kiwanis Inter- 
national convention delegates in At- 
lanta voted overwhelmingly to retain 
their men-only membership. 


Amendments to the Kiwanis bylaws 


and constitution to give local clubs tho 
option of admitting women were 
soundly defeated. The amendments 
wero proposed by Richard Harrcll, 
Elk Grove Village Kiwanis Club presi- 
dent. 


In the first written ballot Kiwanis 


ever took on changing Its all-male 
rule, the vote was 3,941 against and 
503 in favor. 


The Elk Grove Village club pledged 


to try to overturn the policy, after the 
club was threatened with loss of its 
charter last fall for inducting Mary 
Clark, Elk Grove Village librarian. As 
a compromise, the club offered Miss 
Clark conditional membership, de- 
nying her the right to hold office. 


Miss Clark rejected the offer and 


has since left the village to become 
head librarian at the Aurora Public 
Library. 


HAROLD HAYWARD, Kiwanis gov- 


ernor for Illinois and Iowa, said dis- 
cussion on tho convention floor was 
spirited, with 10 or 12 delegates from 
other Kiwanis clubs around the coun- 
try urging passage of the measures.

Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 737 trljct attempting to land 
In n rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
flight from Now Orleans crashed short 
of tho runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 109 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of (he 14 survivors were list- 


ed in critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour Iraf- 
flc. Wreckage was scattered for SOO 
yards. Police said the survivors in- 


£°**, 


eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He said he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"I saw this big (lash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who 
\\us driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land' at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 
' 


"The flames went up in the air 


about SOO to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


O n e witness said the jetliner 


smashed into vehicles as it ripped 
across Rockaway Boulevard. Another 
witness said he saw lightning strike

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition'of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air passengers, a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Controllers are seeking a pay in- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32(per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whitaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U. S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


the regular contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions, "We have gone through all FAA 
c h a n n e l s and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots' under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of

ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition."

The controllers complained that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


\VI1ITAKEU SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

The Elk Grove Village Kiwanis Club 


lost Tuesday when Kiwanis Inter- 
national convention delegates in At- 
lanta voted overwhelmingly to retain 
their men-only membership. 


Amendments to the Kiwanis bylaws 


and constitution to give local clubs the 
option of admitting women were 
soundly defeated. The amendments 
were proposed by Richard Harrell, 
Elk Grove Village Kiwanis Club presi- 
dent. 


In tho first written ballot Kiwanis 


ever took on changing its all-male 
rule, the vote was 3,941 against and 
503 in favor. 


The Elk Grove Village club pledged 


to try to overturn the policy, after the 
club was threatened with loss of its 
charter last fall for inducting Mary 
Clark, Elk Grove Village Ub'rarian. As 
a compromise, the club offered Misa 
Clark conditional membership, de- 
nying her the right to hold office. 


Miss Clark rejected the offer and 


has since left tho village to become 
head librarian at the Aurora Public 
Library. 


HAROLD HAYWARD, Kiwanis gov- 


ernor for Illinois and Iowa, said dis- 
cussion on the convention floor was 
spirited, with 10 or 12 delegates from 
other Kiwanis clubs around tho coun- 
try urging passage of the measures. 


Only two delegates spoke out 


against the amendments, Hayward 
said, adding that the margin by which 
the amendments were defeated was 
less than in votes on similar proposals 
at tho 1973 and 1974 international con- 
ventions. 


"Elk Grove wasn't unahppy," Hay- 


ward said. "They told me they were 
going to come back next year and try 
again." 


Harrell and fellow Elk Grove Vil- 


lage delegate Larry Anderson could 
not be reached for comment.

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Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eqstcrn 


Airlines 727 trljet attempting to land 
In a rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
(light from New Orleans crashed short 
of (he runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 109 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a hall along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across (he road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for 500 
yards. Police said the survivors In-

cluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set 'up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 


} minutes behind schedule — one of its 


wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
Ho said he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
.nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"1 saw this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who' 
was driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land* at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up in the. air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


One witness said the jetliner 


smashed into vehicles as it ripped 
across Rockaway Boulevard. Another 
witness said he saw lightning strike

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tol and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Harc Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air passengers* a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Controllers are seeking a pay in- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32 per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The PAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrlevable," said Jeff Whitaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U. S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


'the regular- contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
c h a n n e l s and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of 
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ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition." 
r The controllers 
complained that 


their salaries as set x by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

A 24-hour automated postal branch 


will open Thursday in the Lincoln 
Federal Savings and Loan building, 
1400 N. Gannon Dr., Hoffman Estates. 


The service will provide for most 


postal needs except registered mall, 
Roselle Postmaster E A. Budzyn said 
Tuesday. The operation In the south 
end of Lincoln Federal's first floor 
will be automated with no employes 
manning the branch, he said. 


Budzyn said the service will include 


a "streamline" postal operation with 
the sale of postage stamps, postcards, 
envelopes and coin change machines. 
Persons can also send small parcels, 
insure packages and send certified 
mail, he said. 


The self-service operation will pro- 


vide charts and explanations on costs 
of mailing Items so that customers 
will be able to determine postage 
amounts and deposit mail, Budzyn 
said. 


THE FACILITY also will have a 


"hotline" telephone connected to the 
Roselle post office so that if problems 
develop In the equipment during busi- 
ness hours, customers can call for as- 
sistance. 


Budzyn said the new service is 


being installed to supplement the 
Hoffman Estates branch post office, 
1001 N. Roselle Rd., and to provide 
closer' postal facilities for persons In 
the village's western section. 


The Roselle post office will operate 


the automated facility on a contract 
basis with the savings and loan, with 
the post office installing and servicing 
the equipment • and the savings and 
loan providing space for the facility, 
Budzyn said. 


He lidded the post office hopes to

Library to seek funds for branch 


The Schaumburg Township Public 


Library will request $43,200 In town- 
ship federal revenue-sharing funds 
tonight to convert'a vacant'fire sta- 
tion Into a branch library. The meet- 
ing is at 8 p.m. at 105 S.,Roselle Rd., 
Schaumburg. 


Library, officials asked the township 


.board*of. auditors last month for a 
commitment to remodel the vacant 
station, 469 Hassell Rd., Hoffman Es- 
tates, if the library-board decides to 
buy the site. Township officials re- 
quested more information'on'the proj- 
ect. 
: 


Michael Madden, library director, 


said 133,000 of the request would be 
for construction on 'the fire station 
and $7,000 for furnishings, with $3,wO 
for contingencies. 


MAJOR COSTS JN remodeling the 


station would be $15,000 for air condi- 


tioning and $4,200 for work on the fire 
doors. 


Madden said the library could af- 


ford about $22,000 from its budget for 
operation of a branch facility 35 hours 
per week. The township has allotted 
about $25,000 in revenue-sharing funds 
for books for a branch library. Mad- 
'den said used furniture could be pur- 
chased from the Palatine Library.' 


The library is in competition with 


the Hoffman Estates Park District for 
the flrehouse. Madden estimated pur- 
chase of the facility would cost about 
$133,000 over 12 years. The village 
board shut down the station because it 
C9uld not afford to maintain the facil- 
ity and open a new one north of the 
Northwest Tollway. 


The library board has not formally

Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 727 Irljct attempting to land 
in a rainstorm at (he end of a nonstop 
flight from New Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 100 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for 500 
ynrds. Police said the survivors in-

eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He said he was knocked unconscious 
, by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins, 


"1 sow this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who 
was driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land" at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up In the air 


about 500 to 600 feet,"-Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper.

FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


the regular contract which the con- 
troller's union Is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
c h a n n e l s and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said 


"We have been compared by medi-

The plant would convert garbage to 
' pipeline-quality methane gas. 


The institute bid unsuccessfully for 


a federal contract to build an ex- 
perimental plant, and now apparently 
still is negotiating for private financ- 
ing for the plant. 


Institute spokesmen said m May 


some private funding had been corn- 
mi ted, although they have declined* to 
discuss the matter since an'Oakb'rook 
firm received the federal- contract 
early this month. 


Donald Klass, Institute representa- 


tive, Tuesday said he still is unable to 
discuss the prospects for private fund- 
ing. "We have a number of things we

NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 727 trijct attempting to-land 
In a rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
flight from New Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 109 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of tho 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition in local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for SCO 
yards.

' eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess.

A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms.

A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
tho craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He sold he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"I saw this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going• off," .said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who 
was driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m.'CDT. Aboard the . 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight.'The plane was due to land* at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up in the air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said.

Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tar and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air. passengers, a suit .was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration.' 


Controllers are seeking a pay in- 


crease 'from $24,000 to.$70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32 per week. They, took the action 
after attempts'to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed .all of .our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whltaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman.for the O'Hare Litlga- 


1 tiort Committee, which filed the suit in 
U; SVDistrict Court. 


FAA -officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE, ACTION DOES not apply .to 


the 'regular contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
channels and exhausted them," 
Whitakersaid. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whltaker, a Palatine resident.' 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of- Stress -Disorders .showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 


- at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of

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ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition." 


The controllers complained that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa,' San Diego, Miami and. 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

'Favors developers over people' 
Coughlin challenges

Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. has 


challenged the power of Palatine Vil- 
lage Pros. Wendell E. Jones, charging 
ho favors developers over the people 
of Palatine.

However, he said 
he did not see the necessity of nine 
levels.

Fonte said later in the meeting he., 


believed the board was willing to-ac- 


cept a proposal setting up two levels 
of fees in all categories of'licenses 
unless it was proven to the advisory 
board that three were necessary. He 
said the licenses for food estab- 
lishments might be one of these 
areas. 


Businessmen 'also protested 
the 


large increase in the fees over past 
years at the meeting. The fee had pre-^ 
viously been a flat $15 for some busi- 
nesses. 
;. 


Village President Wendell Jones 


said license fees had not been raised 
since .1950 and 'the uproar from the 
merchants was partially in reaction to 
the village trying to "catch up a bit." 
He added, however, he believed the 
new fees would not keep prospective 
businesses from coming to Palatine. 
; "IT'S NOT GOING to drive people 
out of Palatine," Jones said. "I don't 
think $75 makes a difference one way 
or another. If I believed what you said 
I would suggest that we eliminate the 
fee altogether." 


4 a.m. bar 
licenses cut 
from 8 to 4 


Palatine residents may find their 


favorite taverns closing earlier in the 
future because of village board action 
reducing the number of 4 a.m. liquor 
licenses.

The four class AA licenses will be

Restaurant. The fee for the class AA 
license was set at $3,000 annually and 
the establishments are required to 
serve food until midnight. 


Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. voted 


against the change saying, "In a 
hometown community like this I don't 
see a need for 4 a.m. licenses seven 
days a week." Trustee Robert J. Guss 
Jr. also voted against the new liquor 
license ordinance. 


VILLAGE PRES. Wendell E. Jones 


indicated he was opposed to the 4 
a.m. license but felt to abolish the li- 
cense might be a hardship on some 
license holders who have booked en- 
tertainment acts two years in ad- 
vance. 


Most of the former 4 a.m. liquor li- 


cense holders have opted for a new 
class A license that allows bars to 
stay open until 1 a.m. weekdays and 3 
a.m. weekends. 


Previously Class A license holders

Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 737 trijct attempting to land 
In a rainstorm at Ihe end of a nonstop 
flight from Now Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 109 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition In local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As cars screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered (or 500 
yards. Police said the survivors in- 


eluded tuo small girls ami two crew- 
members, one a stewardess 


A temporary morgue was bet up at 


the airport. Some of the dead ucrc 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
cher were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said thul as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
He said lie was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and rcmcmbcicd 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 
• "1 saw this big flash of fire like the 


atomic bomb, going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an .airport employe \vho 
uas driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 pm. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were IB Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land' at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up in the air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


One 
witness said the jetliner 


smashed into vehicles as it ripped 
across Rockaway Boulevard. Another 
witness said he saw lightning strike

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition of the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air passenger!), a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Controllers are "seeking a pay in- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 3:! per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whttaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U. S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION POES not apply to 


the regular contract which the con- 
troller's union is voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
c h a n n e l s and exhausted them," 
Whltaker said 


"We have been compared by medi- 


eal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of 
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ulcer disorders. "Twenty controllers 
In the past five years have been 
forced out of their positions because 
of their physical condition." 


The controllers complained 
that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being received by traffic controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

Federal agency to review 
special flood-hazard areas 


Officials of the U S. flood Insurance 


program Tuesday agreed to review all 
of their special flood-hazard designa- 
tions in Mount Prospect, saying that 
their present maps apparently arc In- 
accurate. 


"We'll take a complete re-look at 


Ihe entire package," William Fuclk of 
Iho Federal Insurance Agency told a 
crowd of about 60 residents. He said 
once the material Is reviewed another 
public meeting will be scheduled so 
that residents can make comments on 
the findings. 


Homeowners In special flood-hazard 


areas arc eligible and In effect re- 
quired to purchase the insurance to 
apply for a mortgage. In addition, 
homeowners who apply for a federal 
loan to repair flood damage also must 
obtain flood Insurance. 


Most of the residents sold they were 


afraid that the flood-hazard classifica- 
tion would make it difficult for them 
to sell their houses,' and would deprcM 
date the value of their property. 


MANY CALLED FOR the rc-eval- 


uution, saying that the government 
failed to take Into consideration major 
flood-control Improvements completed 
in the past few,years. "I,really don't 
think' you fellows have done your 
homework," said Robert Barrett, (516 
Park pr. 


Most of Ihe objectives centered 


around the designation of areas in the 
Mount Shire and Woodvicw subdivi- 
sions as special flood-hazard areas. 
The Mount Shire area lies in an old 
stream bed that runs from the border 
of the village In a northward curve. 
The Woodvlew area is supposedly a 
flood-hazard area because of its prox- 
imity to the Des Plalnes River. 


Other special flood-hazard areas 


being reviewed Include a band of land 
on either side of Wcller, McDonald 
and Hlggins creeks, and a section 
along Wo-Pella and Can-Dota ave- 
nues south of Wellor Creek. 


ABOUT HALF THE eastern section 


of the New Town area also is desig- 
nated a moderate flood-hazards area 
on the maps now under study. 


Some residents said they did not 


want the flood insurance, since their 
areas do not flood. "I just don't want 
to say I live In a flood area," said Rob 
ert Darnell, 1735 Willow Ln.

Subcommittees reach agreement 
Farm land blocks 
boundary accord

The Magnus Farm property on Cen- 


tral Road between Meier Road and 
Douglas Avenue is the major obstacle 
In negotiations for a boundary agree- 
ment between the Village of Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


Subcommittees of both 
villages' 


p l a n n i n g commissions, however, 
reached a basic agreement Tuesday 
that the dividing line between the vil- 
lages should be Douglas Avenue, 
which runs from Central Road'south 
to Prairie Park. The unincorporated 
land in question lies roughly west of 
Meier Road and east of Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Negotiations were cordial but tense 


Tuesday, with Arlington Heights offi- 
cials taking the position that Mount 
Piospect reneged on a boundary 
agreement reached 10 years ago. That 
agreement, which never was forma- 
lized by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board, designated Meier Road as the 
boundary. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. 


A Hanson said the agreement should 
allow the developers of Magnus Farm 
to annex to either village instead of 
following the Douglas Avenue line. 
"Particularly when 10 years ago we 
had an agreement on Meier," Hanson 
said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT'village Mgr. 


Robert J. Eppley said his major ob- 
jection was that it would be "leaving 
the choicest piece of property up in 
the air." 


Mount Prospect officials said the 


Meier Road agreement failed when 
developers wanted to build just west 
of Meier Road, but were unable to an- 
nex to Arlington Heights to obtain 
sewer and water services.

Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Teichert said Arlington Heights had 
been consulted before Mount Prospect 
violated the informal Meier Road 
agreement. 


If both village boards agree with 


the outcome of Tuesday's meeting, 
the boundary will run on Doiiglas 
from Central Road south to Prairie 
Park, and then jog east along Law- 
rence Avenue to Meier Road. This 
would permit Arlington Heights to an- 
nex all the land south of Lawrence, 
which includes some large open fields. 


EPPLEY SAID N his 'village also 


might be willing to accept a provision 
allowing the owners of the Magnus 
Farm property to determine to which 
village it would be annexed, provided 
that,the original boundary line placed 
the property within Mount Prospect's 
territory. 


Mount Prospect officials called for 


cooperation between the two villages 
to solve flooding problems, particular- 
ly in areas west of Meier Road. 


"This could stand to be a very sub- 


stantial engineering agreement ,as 
well as a working agreement for an- 
nexations," said Leo Mueller, chair- 
man of the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission. 


Talk of flooding and other engineer- 


ing problems prompted barbs from 
representatives of both communities. 


Both groups will report to their 


planning commissions and to the vil- 
lage boards. Future negotiations will 
be arranged through the village man- 
agers.

Sheik, 17, of 177 Sunrise Dr., Wheeling, has been 


selected as one of 51 pages to work in the House for 
the first term of Congress. Nominated by U. S. Rep. 
Philip.Crane (R-12th) and selected by the Republi- 
can Policy Committee, Sheik will be one of five 
pages to work for Republican congressmen. 


Sheik will attend classes in the Capitol Page 


School in the Library of Congress from 6 to 0:30 a.m. 
and spend the rest of his day in the House. 


"I'm not sure exactly where I'll be working but the 


last I heard I'll1 be in the cloakroom answering 
phones, • taking messages," .said Sheik. "I've been 
down there before and a lot of weird things go on — 
even outside the door of the cloakroom. It will be 
interesting to be Inside." 


THE CLOAKROOM is more than a place for the 


435 congressmen to hang their hats. Tho giant room, 
with its array of overstuffed furniture, is where the 
polltlcos gather to wheel and deal, trade votes, swap 
information and discuss legislation. 


The cloakroom experience fits in nicely with 


Sheik's well-planned future. His goal is to be elected 
to a national political office and nearly everything 
STiclk is Involved in lends itself to his future career. 


This summer Sheik is working as an intern in 


Crane's local office, keeping abreast of local issues 
and answering questions from constituents. He has 
served on the Wheeling Youth Commission, is a for- 


mer student council president at Wheeling High 
School and president of the Wheeling Township Teen- 
age Republicans Club. 


"Politics gives me a chance to, if not actually 


change things, express myself and let out my frus- 
trations," said Sheik. "It's exciting. I've worked in a 
couple of campaigns and found it's different. You're 
not doing the same thing every day." 


SIIELK REFERS to himself as a conservative and 


said he leans more towards Crane's end of the Re- 
publican party than that of U. S. Sen. Charles Percy 
(R-I11.) 


"A lot of kids arc hesitant to get involved with a 


specific party. They disagree with how someone 
votes and don't want to be associated with his par- 
ty," said Sheik. "I used to be afraid to say I was a 
conservative or a liberal. I'd say I was a moderate 
because it sounds belter. But I believe just because 
I'm a Republican doesn't mean I have to agree with 
the Republicans all the time." 


Sheik is anxious to be a part of the political arena 


and sees Washington, D. C. as "where the action is 
right now. Being in Washington itself is exciting. 
There's so much opportunity there." 


Sheik is prepared for long hours and interesting 


experiences as a page. He's required to be on the job 
whenever the House is in session and has heard that 
pages sometimes are working away at 3 a.m. Asd 
he'll be one of few laymen to be allowed inside those 
cloakroom doors. 


"It may sound weird," he said, "but a lot of people 


have suggested it — maybe I'll write a book about it 
when it's all over."

ever took on changing its all-male 
rule, the vote was 3,041 against and 
503 in favor. 


The Elk Grove Village club pledged 


to try to overturn the policy, after the 
club was threatened with loss of its 
charter last fall for' inducting Mary 
Clark, Elk Grove Village librarian. As 
a compromise, the club offered Miss 
Clark conditional membership, de- 
nying her the right to hold office. 


Miss Clark rejected the offer and 


has since left the village to become 
head librarian at the Aurora Public 
Library. 


HAROLD HAYWARD, Kiwanis gov- 


ernor for Illinois and Iowa, said dis- 
cussion on the convention floor was 
spirited, with 10 or 12 delegates from 
other Kiwanis clubs around the coun- 
try urging passage of the measures. 


Only two delegates spoke out 


against the amendments, Hayward 
said, adding that the margin by which 
the amendments were defeated was 
less than in votes on similar proposals 
at the 1973 and 1974 international con- 
ventions. 


"Elk Grove wasn't unahppy," Hay- 


ward said. "They told me they were 
going to come back next year and try 
again."

Fiery jet crash kills 109 


NEW YORK (UPI) - An Eastern 


Airlines 727 trijct attempting to land 
In o rainstorm at the end of a nonstop 
fUght from Now Orleans crashed short 
of the runway at Kennedy Internation- 
al airport Tuesday, killing 100 of the 
123 persons aboard. 


Twelve of the 14 survivors were list- 


ed In critical condition in local hospi- 
tals, suffering from flash burns, bro- 
ken bones, and other Injuries. Two 
persons who lived through the flaming 
crash died hours later. 


As can screeched to a halt along a 


busy boulevard, the plane plowed 
across the road during rush-hour traf- 
fic. Wreckage was scattered for BOO 
yards. Police said the survivors In- 


eluded two small girls and two crew- 
members, one a stewardess. 


A temporary morgue was set up at 


the airport. Some of the dead were 
taken to area hospitals, where stret- 
chers were lined up outside emergen- 
cy rooms. 


A survivor of the crash said that as 


the plane approached the airport — 20 
minutes behind schedule — one of its 
wings dipped lower than the other as 
the craft skirted over a heavily popu- 
lated area of the borough of Queens. 
Ho said he was knocked unconscious 
by an explosion and remembered 
nothing until he came to among the 
ruins. 


"I saw this big Hash of fire like the 


atomic bomb going off," said Moe 
Friedman, an airport employe who 
was driving along Rockaway Boule- 
vard at 3:06 p.m. CDT. Aboard the 
plane were 19 Norwegian sailors on 
the first leg of a homeward vacation 
flight. The plane was due to land* at 
Kennedy 21 minutes earlier. 


"The flames went up In the air 


about 500 to 600 feet," Friedman said. 
That Is the height of a 60-story sky- 
scraper. 


O n e witness said the jetliner 


smashed into vehicles as .it ripped 
across Rockaway Boulevard. Another 
witness said he saw lightning strike

O'Hare air controllers sue for more pay 


Citing "extremely difficult working 


conditions" as endangering the men- 
tal and physical condition ot the air 
traffic controllers at O'Hare Airport 
and ultimately jeopardizing the safety 
of air .passengers, a suit was filed 
Tuesday against the'Federal Aviation 
Administration. 


Controllers are seeking a pay In- 


crease from $24,000 to $70,000 a year 
and a reduction in work hours from 40 
to 32 per week. They took the action 
after attempts to negotiate new terms 
failed. 


"The FAA deemed all of our pleas 


as nongrievable," said Jeff Whitaker, 
president of the Professional Air Traf- 
fic Controllers Organization at O'Hare 
and spokesman for the O'Hare Litiga- 


tion Committee, which filed the suit in 
U. S. District Court. 


FAA officials in Chicago refused 


Tuesday to comment on the suit. 


THE ACTION DOES not apply to 


the regular contract which the con- 
troller's union is'voting on. They can- 
not bargain for pay or working condi- 
tions. "We have gone through all FAA 
c h a n n e l s and exhausted them," 
Whitaker said. 


"We have been compared by medi- 


cal studies and FAA studies to com- 
bat pilots under fire, like an hour and 
a half mission over North Vietnam," 
said Whitaker, a Palatine resident. 


He said a study by the American 


Academy of Stress Disorders showed 
that 66 per cent of the 104 controllers 
at O'Hare have ulcers or symptoms of 
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ulcer..disorders. "Twenty controllers 
in the past five' years have been 
forced out of their.positions because 
of their physical condition." 


The controllers complained that 


their salaries as set by the federal 
government is similar to the pay 
being .received by traffic .controllers 
in Tampa, San Diego, Miami and 
Denver, cities with less than half the 
yearly traffic at the world's busiest 
airport. 


WHITAKER SAID 800,000 airplanes 


and 38 million passengers are directed 
in and out of O'Hare each year by the 
traffic controllers. "Our salary should 
be comparable with the senior airline 
pilot who is responsible for his air- 
plane and the 300 passengers on

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Farm blocks 
border deal

The Magnus Farm property on Cen- 


tral Road between Meier Road and 
Douglas Avcnuo Is the major obstacle 
In negotiations for a boundary agree- 
ment between tho Village of Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


Subcommittees of both villages' 


p l a n n i n g commissions, however, 
reached a basic agreement Tuesday 
that the dividing line between the vil- 
lages should be Douglas Avenue, 
which runs from Central Road south 
to Prnlrlo Pork. The unincorporated 
land In question lies roughly west of 
Meier Road and east of Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Negotiations were cordial but tense 


Tuesday, with Arlington Heights offi- 
cials taking the position that Mount 
Prospect reneged on a boundary 
agreement reached 10 years ago. That 
agreement, which never was forma- 
lized by tho Mount Prospect Village 
Board, designated Meier Road as the 
boundary. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. 


A. Hanson said the agreement should 
allow the developers of Magnus Farm 
to annex to cither village instead of 
following the Douglas Avenue line. 
"Particularly when 10 years ago we 
had an agreement on Meier," Hanson 
said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Village Mgr. 


Robert J. Epplcy said his major ob- 
jection was that It would be "leaving 
tho choicest piece of property up in 
the air." 
•Mount Prospect officials said tho 
Meier Rood agreement failed when 
developers wanted to build just west 
of Meier Road, but were unable to an- 


nex to Arlington Heights to obtain 
sower and water services. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


-Teichcrt said Arlington Heights had 
been consulted .before Mount Prospect 
violated the informal Meier Road 
agreement. 


If both village boards agree with 


tlie outcome of Tuesday's meeting, 


. tho boundary will run on Douglas 


from Central Road south to Prairie 
Pork, and then jog cast along Law- 
rence Avenue to Meier Road. This 
would permit Arlington Heights to an- 
nex oil the land south of Lawrence, 
which includes some large open fields. 


EPPLEY SAID his village also 


might be willing to accept a provision 
allowing .the owners of the Magnus 
Farm property to determine to which 
village It would be annexed, provided 
that the original boundary line placed 
the property within Mount Prospect's 
territory. 


Mount Prospect officials called for 


cooperation between the two villages 
to solve flooding problems, particular- 
ly In areas west of Meier Road. 


"This could stand to bo a very sub- 


stantial engineering agreement as 
well as a working agreement for an- 
nexations," said Leo Mueller, chair- 
man of tho Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission. 


Talk of flooding and other engineer- 


ing problems prompted barbs from 
representatives of both communities. 


Both groups will report to their 


• planning,commissions and to the vil- 


lage boards. Future negotiations will 
be arranged through the village man- 
agers. 


Crane to ask delay 
of Nike-base meetings 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crone, R-12th 


said Tuesday that he will, recommend 
that the Citizens Committee for Utili- 
zation of tho Arlington Heights Nike 
BBS* put off further meetings with 
Army officials until a new Secretary 
of the Army Is appointed later this 
summer or fall. 


"I will suggest a meeting with the 


now secretary at which time we can 
present tho (committee's) map and 
thoroughly brief the secretary on the 
situation. We also will be able to see a 
full summer's use of tho (Nike base) 
reserve center," Crane said. 


Tho citizens' committee sent a let- 


ter to Army Sec. Howard H. Callaway 
lost week requesting a meeting early 
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In July before he resigns to direct 
President Ford's 1976 election cam- 
paign. 


Arlington Heights residents want to 


present Callaway with a study show- 
Ing the addresses of nearly 5,000 
Army reservists in the Chicago metro- 
politan area. The residents say their 
study proves that the 'Arlington 
Heights Nike Base, Central and New 
Wllke roads, is not centrally located 
for reserve training activity, as Army 
officials contend. 


Crane said he expects all agree- 


ments between the Army and the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District, in- 
cluding the Park district's title to 64 
acres of former Nike base land and 
the rcevaluatlon of the reserve center 
operation in October, will be followed 
by the new secretary. 


"I cannot imagine that any com- 


mitments made by Sec. Callaway wilt 
not be Inherited," he said.

No use crying over 


Milkman's life isn't what it used to be; people in too big 


a hurry to stop and chat, and kids no longer beg for ice chips

Leonard Rateike says being a 


milkman isn't what it used to be. 


Children used to run after his 


milk truck asking for chips of ice. 
Housewives once invited him In. 
for coffee. 


• 
But now he delivers dairy goods 


to working couples early in the 
morning and never knows who his 
customers are. And the number of 
home-delivery customers is quick- 
ly diminishing, said Rateike, who 
has been a milkman for 24 years. 


"Years ago we delivered almost 


every day and now we only go to 
homes once or twice a week," he 
said. "There isn't the chance to 
talk with customers anymore be- 
cause we make deliveries before 
the sun comes up, before people 
rush off to work." 


Rateike said he'used to walk 


into homes and place the milk in 
the refrigerators for his custom- 
ers, or feed their pets while they 
were away on vacation. 


"But it's changed,".he said. 


"The first time I met some of my 
customers this year was early 
New Year's Day when they were 
returning from parties and I was 
delivering milk. 


"Now, we are just a service for 


people who are in more of a hurry 
than they used to be," he said. 


THE MEYER BROS. Dairy In 


Arlington Heights, where Rateike 
works, is a long-time family busi- 
ness straining under this changing 
lifestyle while attempting to con- 
tinue its home deliveries. 


' The growing number of working 
.wives — the need for both hus- 
oand and wife to work to "make 
ends meet" — Is hurting the 
dairy's home-delivery business, 
said Lloyd. Meyer, owner of the 
business. 


The development of super- 


markets after World War II, the 
advanced technology of refrig- 
eration and homogenizing milk, 
and the luxury of two-car families 
"make It more convenient today 
for people to go out and buy their 
own milk," he said. 


For those reasons, Meyer at- 


tempts to keep his prices,com- 
petitive with those in grocery 
stores where dairy products cost 
about 20 per cent less. He offers ' 
about 2,000 customers on five de- 
livery routes a variety of dairy 
products like cottage cheese and 
cream to attract them'to home- 
delivery service, he said. 


BUT THE TRANSIENT makeup 


of the suburbs results in a 20. per 
cent turnover of customers each 
year which must be compensated 
for by soliciting new buyers, Mey- 
er said. 


"People who have large fami- 


lies would rather have several 
gallons of milk delivered to'their 
homes .instead of carrying them 
out of the stores," he-said. 


The rising price of gasoline also" 


may work to the dairy's .advan- 
tage "because it-will be less eco- 
nomical for people to make short 
runs to the store for milk and 
bread. It will be cheaper to have 


them delivered," Meyer said. 


Meyer expects that he and his 


father,-Albert, who started the 
dairy in 1938, will have to make 
some changes to bolster the future 
of the business. And changes al- 
ready have begun. 


THE FAMILY ONCE milked its 


own cows and bottled its own milk 
on-the family, farm at'1006 W. 
Euclid St. What is left of the farm 
property is. the headquarters for 
the', company, which purchases 
packaged dairy products from a 
national milk producer. 


To ensure financial security, the 


dairy began selling wholesale four 
years ago to area grocery stores, 
restaurants and schools, which 
represent 25 per cent of the 
dairy's income. 


"We will probably have to do 


more wholesale business as home 
deliveries continue to decrease," 
the elder Meyer said. 


"But I would close tho business 


before I would sell It to someone 
outside of the family. We have al- 
ways been a family dairy and we 
are going to stay that way," said 
Meyer, a 46-year veteran of the 
dairy industry. 


WHEN THE DAIRY opened, 


Arlington Heights was a village of 
4,500. The dairy relied solely on 
home deliveries, and there were 
as many as 18 other dairies 
serving the suburban area, Meyer 
said. 


National dairy association offi- 


cials agree that home delivery is 
not as commonplace as it once 


was'and that family-owned dairies 
are becoming a vanishing breed 
in the United States. 


Jasper Reaves, technical direc- 


tor of dairy research for the 
United Dairy Industries Assn., 
said that five years ago there 
were 600,040 dairy producers in 
this country. Half as many pro- 
ducers exist today because many 
have been forced to consolidate, 
victims of the high cost of milk 
production. 


"Home deliveries and the num- 


ber of dairy producers will contin- 
ue to decline for. economic rea- 
sons." Reaves said. "I don't think 
a lot of dairymen are concerned 
about the situation because they 
have found a stabilized market in 
the 
grocerysstores and have 


turned their focus from the home- 
delivery market," Reaves said. 


"THE CHANGES small dairies 


are going through are the changes 
they must go through to stay in. 
business," he added. "People are 
changing and their lifestyle is 
changing. Their needs are differ- 
ent now and each industry has to 
change." 


Albert Meyer says he knows 


that and insists that the'future is 
optimistic, "that there will always 
be someone who needs the service 
we offer. 


"But, you know, you never can 


tell just what the future*will 
bring. It will bring changes. But 
that's progress and you just can't . 
stop it."

the first term of Congress. Nominated by U. S. Rep. 
Philip Crane (R-12th) and selected by the.Republi- 
can Policy Committee, Sheik will be one of five 
pages to work for Republican congressmen. 


Sheik will attend classes in the Capitol Page 


School in the Library of Congress from 6 to 9:30 a.m. 
and spend the rest of his day in the House. 


"I'm not sure exactly where I'll be working but the 


last I heard I'll be in the cloakroom answering 
phones, taking messages," said Sheik. "I've been 
down there before and a lot of weird things go on — 
even outside the door of the cloakroom. It will be 
Interesting to be Inside." 


THE CLOAKROOM is more than a place for the 


435 congressmen to hang their hats. The giant room, 
with its array of overstuffed furniture, is where the 
polltlcos gather to wheel and deal, trade votes, swap 
information and discuss legislation. 


The cloakroom experience fits in nicely with 


Sheik's well-planned future. His goal is to be elected 
to a national political office and nearly everything 
STiclk is involved in lends itself to his future career. 


This summer Sheik is working as an intern in 


Crane's local office, keeping abreast of local issues 
and answering questions from constituents. He has 
served on the Wheeling Youth Commission, is a for- 


mer student council president at Wheeling High 
School and president of the Wheeling Township Teen- 
age Republicans Club. 


"Politics gives me a chance to, if not actually 


change things, express myself and let out my frus- 
trations," said Sheik. "It's exciting. I've worked in a 
couple of campaigns and found it's different. You're 
not doing the same thing every day." 


SHELK REFERS to himself as a conservative and 


said he leans more towards Crane's end of the Re- 
publican party than that of U. S. Sen. Charles Percy 
(R-lll.) 


"A lot of kids are hesitant to get involved with a 


specific party. They disagree with how someone 
votes and don't want to be associated with his par- 
ty," said Sheik. "I used to be afraid to say I was a 
conservative or a liberal. I'd soy I was a moderate, 
because it sounds better.
